At dawn Tuesday, % Washingten 
University students, working under the 
direction of thres expert engineers of 
the State Public Service Commission, 
began a 80-day Investigation of the 
United Railways Co. service. 


J. L. Harrop, chief engineer of the 
commission, and bis assistants, A. B. Du 
Bray and 8. R. Morrow, gave the stu- 
dent investigators their instructions 
Monday afternoon in the Board of Free- 


advance information will be given out 
as to what lines are to be —— on 
a given day. 
To Keep U. R. in Dark. 

| “We do not want the United Ratl- 
ways Co. to knew where our investi- 
gators are to work,” he said. “We do 
not want to give the company a chance 
to improve itg service so as to make a 
good showing while the investigation 
is on and then go back to its old meth- 
ods when we leave town. 

“We have taken into account the pos- 
sibility that the company may run 
more cars and give better service during 
this investigation. If it does the result 
will be beneficial to the public, for if the 
company can afford to improve its serv- 
ice to offset the effects of an official 
investigation it can be made to maintain 
this improved service after the inquiry 
is over. 

‘We have a very clear idea as to con- 
ditions of street car traffic in St. Louis. 
If the reports of our investigators in 
this 30-day period show that the com- 
pany is running a sufficient number of 
cars to carry all passengers in comfort 
that will show that the service has been 
suddenly improved. 

“It will then be a sample matter for 
the Public Service Commission to learn 
how many extra cars were put in opera- 
tion to bring about this improvemen:. 
and to insist that the company continue 
to opérate that number of cars. Thus 
the company will have nothing to gain 
by improving its service to thwart the 
purposes of this investigation.’’ 


Inspectors to Stand On Street, 
Harrop decided that the student 11- 


spectors should not ride the cars but 
that they should bestationed on. tho 
street and keep tab on the cars as they 
pass. 

Each student will have a sard which 
he will fill out and turn in at the clos¢ 
of the day. These cards show the date. 
the line investigated, the time of each 
cbservation, the car numbers and the 
direction the cars were going when ob- 
served. Under the heading ‘‘Passsngers’”’ 
there are four columns to be filled in 
to show how many passengers wer? 
standing, how many seated, whether the 
car was overcrowded, and how many 
passengers were left standing in the 
etreet because the car was too crowded 
to pick them up. 

Harrop said that in addition to the 
work of the student investigators be 
and his assistant engineers would make 
personal inspections as to the number of 
cars in the barns at various hours of the 
day and the routing of the cars. Special 
attention, he said, will be given ic de- 
vising a means for relieving congesticn 
on the downtown loop.

Conclusion Drawn From Su- 
preme Court Decision in the 
Intermountain Rate Cases. 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—That_ the 
distribution throughout the country of 


rest with the Interstate Cowmmerce Con 
mission and not with the transconti- 
nental railroads is one of the conclu- 
sions being drawn today from the Su- 
preme Court’s decision in the _inter- 
mountain rate cases, in which the Court 
upheld the orders of the commission by 
unanimous opinion. 

It has been generally claimed that 
the Panama Canal would reduce freight 
rates from Attlantic seaboard points to 
Pacific Coast cities and vice versa, but 
the questions of to what extent the 
railroads might allow interior points to 
share in the benefits of water competi- 
tion enjoyed by the seaboard cities were 
in dispute. The decision of the Court 
is that the commission will answer these 
problems and that the railroads may 
simply proceed to haul the freight. 

With the Supreme Court's decision sus- 
taining the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission’s intermountain rate orders, the 
way is opened for shippers to recover 
sums estimated as great ag $10,000,000 
from railroads which have been charg- 
ing the old rates while the case was 
being fought through the courts. Repa- 
ration, if any, and the amount, will have 
to be decided by the commission in a 
separate action. 

The Supreme Court adjourned yester- 
@ay until next October, after deciding. 
besides the intermountain rate case, 
the pipe line cage and several other im- 
portant cases which had been pending 
for months. 

The Court during the term disposed 
of more cases than in any year since 
1890. Five hundred and ninety-one de- 
cisions were handed down. 

In the intermountain case the rail- 
roads fought for the right to adjust 
the trade balances among varieus sec- 
tions of the country. The Court found 
an answer to the whole controversy in 
holding that Congress had conferred on 
the railroads themselves the right to 
make discriminations in favor of a long 
haul, and hence had the right, and did 
in 1910 take this right from the railroads 
and give it to the commission. 

Had the decision been to the contrary, 
it would have rested in the judgment 
of the railroads as to how far interior 
citiés should share with seaboard cities 
in the benefits of water competition. 

Applications from railroads to put into 
effect long and short haul rates through- 
cut varicus sections of the country have 
‘been held up pending the Court's de- 
cision. It is expected that the commiuis- 
sion will at once take up those appli- 
cations, pass upon them and, if they 
are found reasonable, determine how 
much it ig right for the railroads to al- 
low certain long hauls to exceed short 
hauls. 

The Supreme Court, in its decision, 
held that the “long and short haul’ 
clause of the interstate commerce law 
was constitutional. The defunct, Com- 
merce Court had annulled the commis- 
sion's orders, on the ground that the 
commission had no authority to issue 
“blanket” or ‘“‘zone” orders and might 
act only on the reasonableness of speci- 
fied rates. 

Opposition to the 5 per cent increase 
in freight rates being asked by ths 
Eastern railroads—and upon which the 
Interstate Commerce Commission is ex- 
pected to announce its decision at any 
day—had been based principally upon 
the contention that the commission did 
not have authority under the law to 
grant such a ‘blanket increase.’’ Copies 
of the Court’s decision were sent to the 
commission for its guidance. What the 
effect—if any—of the decision upon the 
rate case may be, is a subject of con- 
jecture. 

Standard Oil lost its vigorously waged 
fight against Government regulation of 
its pipe lines, when the Supreme Court 
upheld the validity of the amendement 
to the Hepburn rate law, which de- 
clared oil pipe line across the State lines 
-common carriers, subject to the author- 
ity of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. 

The Court exempted from the oper- 
ation of the act the Uncle Sam Oil Co., 
an independent, Chief Justice White anda 
Justice McKenna dissenting from this 
action. Justice McKenna also vigorous- 
ly attacked the constitutionality of the 
act. 

Justice Holmes pointed out in an- 
nouncing the majority’s conclusion that 
the amendment was passed to relieve 
the country from the monopoly of the 
Standard Oil Co., and the mere fact that 
the Standard’s pipe lines owned all the 
oil it transported did not take it out of 
the class of common carriers. He ex- 
plained that, in effect, the Standard was 
carrying the oil of other producers, even 
if it did force them as a condition f 
the transportation to sell the oll to it. 
Congress, the Court declared, had the 
power to make corporations that were 
common carriers ins fact become so in 
form. 

As to the Uncle Sam company, Justice 
Holmes said the company had a refinery 
in Kansas and oll wells in Oklahoma, 
with a connecting pipe line used solely 
to conduct oll from its own wells to its 
own refinery. 

The Supreme Court declined to ifasue 
an injunction restraining the Treasury 
Department from granting ban 
sugar the 2 per cent differ pro- 
vided by treaty in addition to the new 
reduced rates of the tariff law. The 
merits of the case, brought by the 
State of Louisiana, were not passed 
upon, however, and action in the Cus- 
toms Court was not precluded by the 
decision.

arrived at Tampico and for a few days 
gave shelter to 20 refugees, whe as an

On April 2 the Utah, having returned 
to Vera Cruz was ordered by Admiral 
Fletcher to proceed to sea and search 
for the now celebrated Ypiranga. At 
that time the Florida and Utah, lying 
outside the harbor, and the Prairie, 
with marines on board the Panama ly- 
ing inside, were the. only American 
warships in the waters of Vera Cruz. 
Before the Utah could pick up the 
Ypiranga she was ordered by radio to 
return and prepare to land her bat- 
talion. That was on the morning of 
the twenty-first, when, in view of the 
near approach of the Ypiranga and her 
cargo of ammunition, it was. decided 
t. seize the Custom house at Vera Crus 
and also the one at Puerte, Mexico. 

At 11:30, on April 21, the Florida landed 
her battalion, and the Utah was ordered 
to proceed to the port further south. 
But just as she was taking on board 
the last of her boats, and was in the 
act of having her anchors raised, firing 
was heard from the wharves where the. 
'men of the Florida had landed and 
freah orders directed the Utah to go 
to their assistance. 

Wireless Messages Kept Up. 

The battalion of bluejackets uncor 
Lieut. Guy W. 8S. Castle was made up 
of four companies commanded by En- 
sign Badger, a son of Rear Admiral 
Badger, Lieut. Archibal Stirling, a son 
of Rear Admiral Stirling, retired, Ensign 
LP. F.. Foster, and Lieut. P. Seymour. 
The machine gun section was handled. 
by Lawrence Townsend Jr., son of the 
one-time American Minister to Belgium 
and Portugal Ensign C. H. Maddox, 
who at the age of twenty-eight is the

UTTING ward heelers into city jobs is bad 
? for the city. Our custom under the old 
charter has been to fill all the offices, 
from Mayor to street sweeper, with men who 
worked for the party that won the last election. 
Some of these men make good public servants; 
but, no matter how good, they are thrown out 
when the other party wins an eléction, and ward 
heelers of the successful party are put in their 
places. Clerks are made of men who hardly 
know how to read and write, Inspectors are made 
of men who have no sense of honor and who be- 
lieve that it is right to take all that they can get. 
Such public servants neglect the city’s work and 
insult citizens who do not hanpen to have a pull 
with the party in power. No business man would 
‘try to carry on his business with such poor help 
as fills the minor city offices. Most of them are 
there because they cannot hold a job with a busi- 
ness house, being either too ignorant or too lazy. 
This is one of the worst things about our city 
government, and it is just as bad no matter 
whether Democrats or Republicans are in power.

ABOUT THE RAILROADS, 


It has been no secret for some monthe 
that the railroads have lost their case 
before the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission for a 5 per cent increase in 
freight rates. After they got before the 
Commission and told their story, they 
were without hope of success. It was 
not a good enough story. It sounded 
better in piecemeal around railroad of; 
fices and clubs than it did as a whole 
before a discriminating tribunal. .Any 
railroad man has known for some time 
pretty much what came out of Wash- 
ington yesterday—that the increase will 
not be general, but here and there. 

This being true, it is assumed that the 
railrvads will try to do business again 
upon as large a scale as possible, and 
that they will quit trying to seem 80 
poor.

Why should a 
sane human being take food into the 
stomach and then seek to prevent its 
digestion and assimilation? Relaxation 
In a reclining position after eating is 
highly desirable. But standing after 
meals, unless it be continued for a long 
period, is not likely to initiate such se- 
rious digestive disturbances as to reduce
